— The complimentary 
banquet to Sir Charles Tupper, leader of 

the Dominion opposition, and to Hon 
Dunfan (iillies and Hon. Sir Robert C 
W. Herbert, aRonts respectively for the 
calonie.s of Victoria and Tasmania, in 
London at St. Ueorfie's club to-night, 
was a most successful affair. The hnll 
was half liun},' with colonial flftKS. Major 
General .Sir Owen Burne prosidcfl and 
ICO guests sat down at the tables, 
Lord .-Vmpthill, private secretary to lit. 
lion. .Toaeph Chamberlain, secretary of 
state tor the colonies, Sir Charles Itivere 
Wilson, the Marfjiiis oi Twcedinouth, 
and all tho colonial at,'entB in Loudon, 
except that for Cajie Colony, were pres- 
ent. The Canadians present included 
J. G. Colmor, Hon. A. G. Jones, Gen- 
eral Laurie, R. H. Pope, Sir Terenue 
O'Brien, Sir Donald A. jSmith and Sand- 
ford Fleminp, C. M. G. Major General 
Burne toasted and eulogized Sir Charles 
Tupper, and the toast was drunk stand- 
iiiL' amid great enthusiasm. 

Charlea Tupper replied, and in 
turn eulo;;ized Sir Donald Smith, the 
Cauadian High Commissioner in I.ion- 
lon, who, he said, posaesEccl the con- 
lidence of both yreat parties in Canada, 
and to whose jduck the success of the 
Canaclian Pacific railway was due. Sir 
Charles also said : "I feel ii yreat ad- 
miration for the United States, but I do 
not desire to possess their institutions. 
I feel that there ia greater security under 
Britisli institutions for life, propertyand 
liherty. Canadians are greatly flattered 
at the desire of the United States to 
possess Canada, but so deep is their 
loyalty and so united are the Canadians 
that the acquisition is impossible." 

This expression was greeted with loud 
cheers. Sir Charles continued that they 
knew Canada would be a battleground 
in the event of any struggle between the 
United States and Great Britain, but 
there was not a public man or any otlier 
in Canada who would not do or die to 
maintain British unity. On this qliea- 
tion all parties were united as one man. 
The speech of the Cauadian e.\--i)remier 
was received with tumultuous applause.

BenUment In Florida to Sympathjr With the 
Cubans— U.S, Cruiser's on the 
Lookout. 

Wasiiikqton, Dec. 5.— Scott Wikes, 
aaaiBtant accretary of the treasury, has 
retiarned to this city after ten days' ab- 
eence in Florida, and to-day returned to 
his duties. Mr. Wilcea saya that outbido 
of a number of leading cigiir manufaelur- 
ersin Tarripa, the sentiment tliroueliout 
Florida, both American and native 
GaiHinia almoat entirely witli the in- 
surgents and oa this account the gov- 
ernment oflBciftU find it extremely dim- 
cult to malie much headway in their 
etlbrtB to Bupprees filibustering expedit- 
iona. Then the inhabitants, he said, 
not only misled the ofBoials^ 
many cases give important aid to the 
filibuBtcrera. Mr. Wikes said he be- 
lieved that the ofliciala were doing their 
best under these adverse circumaUnces 
to uphold the law, but not, he admits, 
vith much success. 

The dynamite crniser Vesuvius and 
the dlspatijh boat Doli)hin liave been 
ordered to Florida waters to reinforce 
' the already numerous licet of govern- 
ment vesBels now engaged in the effort 
to BuppresB lilibuBterins expeditione to 
Cuba. Though a dispatch boat techni- 
cally, the Dolphin would be a formidable 
craft to a fllibueter, not so much on ac- 
count of her speed, which is about 15 
knots, as fropa her machine guns, her 
main battery and crew. She carriea two 
47-millimetre Hotchkisa guns, several 
C-pounder guns of the same type and 
two 4-inch rapid fire rifles. From his 
experience as chief of the hydroRraphic 
otlice, Commander Clover is well fitted 
to navigate his ship safely in the nar- 
row chauuelH and pasdca ol the Florida 
coast. 

Tlie Vesuvius should bo useful in pa- 
trol duty ou account of lier speed. 
Twentv-one knots is her record on the 
trial. "Besides the dynamite guns, the 
Vesuvius has a small l)ut ed'ective bat- 
tery, made up of three 3-pouuder Hotch- 
. kiss cuns, enough to stop anything short 
of an armored boat, within a distance of 
three miles. She draws only seven feet 
of water, and therefore will be able to 
loHow the small fllibuatering crafts into 
Bballow water. The question was asked 
of the treasury officials what more in the 
way of restraining the departure of ves- 
sels with arms for Cuba could be ex- 
pected ot a dozen waraliips than of one, 
as longaa Cuban-bound boats were per- 
mitted to clear re};ularly and according 
to Unv, but no satisfactory answer could 
bo relurned. 

.St. Gkohges, Island of Bermuda, Jan. 
5.— The British steamer Bermuda, Capt. 
Scorr. alleged to be a filibuster, which 
left iSew York, December ;iO, has arrived 
twenty-four hours overdue, probably 
owing to fog and rough weather. It 
-\souldhiive hecn impossible for her to 
laud a filibusterintf expedition on the 
coaat of Cuba since December 31. 

BERLtir, Jan. 5.— According to the 
Tageblatt, some of the European powers, 
liusaia and France being mentioned, 
h ive come to an understanding to make 
lenresentalions to Washington in order 
to prevent further trouble between the 
United States and Spain. 

FEARFUL STORM IN THE WEST. 

Trains Long Overdue— Business Almost at a 
Standstill in Hair a Dozen States. 

St.P.vul, Jan. 4. — A blizzard has been 
raging throughout the Northwest yester- 
day and the day previous, and as a re- 
sult train service is considerably crip- 
pled, hi a number of towns business 
was about suspended. Devil's Lake, 
N.D., reported no trains for tliirty-three 
liourH, and Grand l''orks makes a similar 
report, adding that tlie schools areeloseil 
and wires down to tlie west of tliere. 

In South Dakota tiicre was more 
snow, but tlie storm was a little 
more severe than in the north state. 
Huron reports drifts fifteen feet hiicli, 
and the storm still raging. Vermil- 
lion states that all business has been 
suspended. Mitchell reports no trains 
since the storm began on Sunday morn- 
ing and streets deserted, Brookings 
<ili'.s3e3 it as the worst blizsard known 
for years, and all business suspended. 
Viinklon reports many trains abandoned 
on account of the storm. VVatertown 
fears tliatthe stock will sull'er. 

Throujjhout Wisconsin and Minnesota 
the storm has been severe. ( ilyndon re- 
ports trains snowed up in drifts ten feet 
deep, Detroit says tlie railroads cannot 
do much toward opening their tracks be- 
fore to-morrow. Moorhead diicovers 
some sign of abatement in the Htoiin, 
■which is'tiie worst tliat lias visited that 
place, cold winds blowing tifty miles an 
hour and the snow drifting ten feet or 
more. Barnesvilie, in the same part of 
the state, reports all business suspended. 

Toi'ElCA, Kan., Ian. -'j.— I^assengera on 
the Colorado express, west bound, on 
the .Snn'a l''o ruad, liiid a trying experi- 
ence in Sunday's hlizi'.ard. At 1 :IU) 
o'clock in the morning, at a jioiiit ten 
miles east of Dodj^e C'ity, Kan., tho train 
.stuck fast in a deep cul that had Imhmi 
filled witliHn(jw, ami until the following 
noon not a wheel was turned, ami wlieu, 
alter nearly ten hours' imiu-isonujent, 
they began" chmioring for 8i)inelhiiig to 
eat, the , roiiihunor I'onnd several crates 
ol eggs and pails of freali ovHters. Tlio 
Expressman had some cornnieid ami h^alt 
and pepper, The trainmen then turn ' 
in, and Irom these articles i)rei)ared 
Sunday dinner that was served to the 
hungry passengers on pieces of paste- 
T)oard shortly before noon. Railroad 
Iraflie throughout Kansas was consider- 
ably delayed on .Sunday, but to-day re- 
ports froiii throughout the state indicate 
that tlie storm is suhsidingf 

Om.mia, Jan. -l.-— Up to midnight there 
has been little aliatement in the fury of 
the storm that has raged that tliis section 
for sixtv hours. The snow had ceased 
falling, "but the wind still blosvs a gale 
and the temperature is very low. lie- 
ports from the state indicate only a 
partial blockade. Trains on the Union 
Pacific, Burlington, Elkliorn and Kock 
Island roads west are moving slowly, hut 
Vithin one or two hours ot schedule 
time. On the north and south roads 
there is much trouble. The Omaha line 
is completely tied up, the drifts in the 
northern part of the state being audi 
that the road could not be opened while 
the storm raged. Dranc'. lines sufTered 
greatly f uearlv nil being blocked. So far 
there has been no loss of life reported. 
In this city buaineBS has only Been 
slightly interrupted. ^

Tlio sieam.ship com- 
panies operating ijetween the Coast and 
llonlulu have ao arranged the schedules 
of their boats that mail will be received 
every week. In many instances the mail 
will arrive twice and aa often as three 
times a week<' 

The service diuMng the year juatclose<l 
has been uiiserable at times. Ilesidents 
have been oblii^ed to wait for twenty-one 
anil tweiity-thn'(^ days tor mail from the 
States. Those who were interested iu 
the eliM'tiou of the I'resident of the 
rnited Stal(!H ajipreciate the Ininelits of 
a (tood foreif^ii mull service. The resi- 
dents of the iBlaiids were kept in 
suspense for over a fortnlL'ht tn know 
the result, and then the news lirst canie 
via China. There will be no long waits 
like this lliis year. But iu one or two 
iiislances do the boats of the dillereut 
steamship companies arrive from the 
Biine coast ports on the same day.

(•luding four members of the rej^ular 
trnanl, have bee a|)proached by well 
known Uldiies:e and otTered temptin<r in- 
iluteinents t(j bid adieu to Hawaii and 
enter (Jliina in liehalf of the cause.

Sergeant l'"erry is an excellent soldier 
and ia drill master ol several volunteer 
couii)aiiie.'s. His Ruceess in inatructing 
men in the manual of arms anil inarch- 
ing has come to tlie knowledge of the 
rebelling Chinese and they are an.Kious 
that he should go to China and drill 
their countrymen who are in sympathy 
with their plans, in order that ttoy 
might perform efTective work when the 
rebellion anainst the present emperor 
occurs. lie has be2n .isstired that his 
services will be well paid for. Other 
military men who have good records 
have been asked to go to China and as- 
sist in organiidng the rebelling forces. 
There are a number of Honolulu men 
who have standing offei s to enter the 
service of the revolutionary society. 

The feeling in Honolulu in favor of 
the annexation of the islands to the 
United .States seeina to bo growing. 
Among the converts are many natives, 
who a few years ago would not listen to 
the annexationists.

— Thomas Love- 
lace, second lieutenant of the Soleiiad, 
wrecked oil' the north coast of youth 
America in October, is spending a few 
tlays here with liis mother. While 
wrecked, Lovelace spent three days at 
Havana, and has just returned from 
Cuba. He talked interestingly with a 
reporter, and when asked ri'garding the 
reported death of Maceo, said : 

" I am convinced that Maceo is not 
dead. In my opinion, the story of his 
death was promulgated by the insur- 
gents themselves. The Vamoose, that 
sailed from New York and is at present 
detained at Key West, can make twenty- 
eight knots at hour, and I have some 
pretty reliable infbrmation that ber ob- 
ject was to convey Maceo to the other 
side of the island, where lie might join 
Gomez, and the two plan the campaign 
together. I ha',-o not the slightest doubt, 
in fact, that Maceo is recoverinii from 
his wounds. The insurgents will take 
no aL'gressive action until his com])lete 
recovery.

The Canadian JliuiiiK Review, pub- 
lished at Ottawa, in its December num- 
ber has an article entitled Truth va. 
Exaggeration, in which it undertakes to 
correct Eome statements regarding the 
EoBsland Camp which appeared in a 
jonmal of the Imperial Institute, as fol- 
lows : 

That its output will Bur[)ass even that 
ot the Kami is, in the opinion of those 
■well qualitied to jtulge, also most jirob- 
able, .... more than :fl,760,000 
worth of Koottiiiay ore has been smelted 
and the products shipped in three 
jnontha. The Koaaland Camp may alone 
he expected to produce between 350,000 
and 400,000 tona of ore per-atinum. The 
gross products being es^'viated at be- 
tween seven and eight million dollars, 

nearly half of which ia prulit 

the value of the mininsx industry of 
Southern British Columbia should reach 
a total of 30 or 40 millions of dollars per 
annum witbm the next five years. 

The Mining Beview takes to task the 
. writer in question for what it considers 
gross misrepresentation, which it states 
is productive of more liarni than jjood to 
the mining industry. So far as the re- 
in&rks of the Iteview apply the editor is 
undoubtedly correct. There is no bene- 
fit ultimately to be derived from exag- 
gerating or misrepresenting the actual 
condition of afl'airs, and in fact much 



apeak hopefully of its future, even should 
they compare it with California, Aus- 
tralia or South Africa in their palmiest 
days. 

KOOTENAY AND THE COAST. 

The Colonist has been brought to task 
by some of the Interior papers for com- 
menting upon the unaniuiity and 
warmth of advocacy of the eastern pa- 
pers with respect to the building of the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway, while they 
are apparently indifl'erent to the claims 
of the Coast to have that railway, when 
built, extended to the Coast. Of course 
it is natural that the people of eastern 
Canada should look after their own in- 
terests, and they are quite right in hav- 
ing the road built through the Crov. 'a 
Nest Pass to tap the trade of the mining 
districts if they can, irrespective of the 
claims of the country west of that. How- 
ever, it is nevertheless true that the 
business interests involved to a large ex- 
tent account for the interest go suddenly 
displayed, and not the benefits to be de- 
rived by British Columbia itself. 

It has already been intimated by one 
of the Ministers that political power lies 
largely in the lOast as yet, and that con- 
se(iuently the exjjression of opinion 
there must to a large extent govern, or 
rather inlluence, the policy of the Gov- 
ernment of Canada, whicii means, in 
other words, that it ia a question of pol- 
itical strength that counts, not altogether 
the merits of the case. It was for this 
reason that the Colonist pointed out 
that the people in British Columbia had 
some right to be considered in the mat- 
ter and that their interests were equally 
involved. As a matter of fact, the build- 
ing of a direct lino tlu-ough the Crow's 
Nost Pass to Kootenay if it were not ex- 
tended to the coast, while benefiting the 
East, would be absolutely disadvantage- 
ous to the commercial interests of the 
Province, inasmucli as it would aflbrd 
an undue advantage to the liastern mer- 
chant and enable him to practically con- 
trol the market, while our own mer- 
chants would be handicapped. 

It is very evident that to preserve the 
equilibrium and to do justice to British 
Columbia the considerations we have 
advanced should have weight with the 
Dominion Government. It may be Pro- 
vincialism, as one of the Kootenay 
papers calls it, to advocate the simul- 
taneous building of the line from the 
Coast to the interior with the one 
through Crow's Ne.st Puea, but it ia 
nevertheless simple justice, nnd we are 
content to be regarded as provincial so 
long as being provincial means obtain- 
ing for our Province what is right and 
equitable. To the j)eople in some parte 
of Kootenay it may be a matter 
of no consequence from what ([uar- 
ter they get their goods or in 
what direction the trade goes so long as 
their interests are best served, but it 
should be remembered that the inter- 
ests of every part of the Province are in- 
timately bound up with the good of every 
other part, and Kootenay does not by 
any meaua stand alone. It is always 
well to keep the national idea to the 
front. It is what we advocate. It is 
not national, however, to create condi- 
tions which will give one part of the 
Dominion an advantage over the other, 
more especially ^vlien they involve ex- 



gresa by the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee of the United States Senate. It may 
be all very well for the eagle 
to scream when the British lion 
is Bleeping and when a twist 
or two of his tail makes little diflerence 
oneway or the otlier; but when the 
Powers of Coutiiieiital Europe have to bo 
reckoned with, witli their immense 
armies and naviea, the situation ia some- 
what diflerent. They would, some of 
them — to use a well known expression — 
sooner fight than eat, and as for peaceful 
arbitrations, the peace footing of their 
armies and navies is so extensive that it 
would not take very much to lead some 
of them — for want of other em[)loyment 
of their forces — to lake some atop which 
though in the first place directed against 
the United States, might embroil the 
whole world and bring on the greatest of 
all wars. 

In the sniiiH issue, however, of the 
Herald as tlio one referred to at the 
commencement of this article, we no- 
tice an editorial entitled " A national 
danger as well as crime against the law 
of the United States." The subject 
dealt with under this caption is the 
duty which " the Government at 
Waaiiington owes to itself even 
more than to Spain to eee 
j that (iriuiinal pi-ocecdiiiga arc promptly 
begun and vigorously prosecuted against 
the Three Friends fllibusterers." With 
respect to this it is remarked that "one 
foolhardy expedition resulting as ia this 
case in a reckless clash of arms is more 
dangerous even than a mischievous 
jingo congress, since it is well calculated 
to inflame popular passion ou both sides 
and even foment war." But the "Three 
Friends " e.'cpedition— to go no further 
back than the present controversy— is 
not the only occasion upon which the 
neutral obligations of the United States 
have been lost sight of but have been 
openly and flagrantly trampled upon.

the principal mineial wealth of the 
I'rovince, Init Uos.'^land and Trail or the 
whole Kootenay countr)' for liiat matter, 
which ia very large and very rich in 
minerals, does not represent by any 
means the possibilities of the Province 
in mineral wealth.

Tho people of the lOaat have come to 
regard lloseland and Trail as practically 
representing the whole of Britiah Colum- 
bia from a mining point of view ; but 
this is due simply to the fact that this 
part of Kootenay has been brought so 
prominently before the minds of the 
reading public. It is not necessarily 
any reflection ou the mines in the 
vicinity of Hoaaland to say that in a few 
years there will be camps in Yale, 
Gariboo, Lillooet, Vancouver Island, on 
the Coast and in the Northern Interior, 
which will be quite as well known in tho 
miuing world as Rossland is to-day, and 
which will probably rival it in tho pro- 
duction of ore.

THE LUMBER COilUINE. 

End of the Most Stupendous Trust Ever Or- 
ganized on the Pacific Coast. 

Seattle, Jan. 5. — The Central Lum- 
ber Co., of California, the most stupend- 
ous trust ever organized on the Pacific 
Coast, is a thing of the past. Xo such 
combine was ever ell'ected lor tlie control 
of a market in tliis end of tlie world, and 
the inability to maintain its organiza- 
tion is what non-sympathizers with 
the scheme iirophesied at the time of 
its inception. The conditions of 
its agreement were the stillest 
ever promulgated and were a practical 
mortgage, bill of sale and all around 
cinch on the operations of the mills and 
the members of the trust. The big lum- 
ber trust on January 1 passed out of ex- 
istence, and its history will furnish a 
chapter to th;vt of llie coast that will 
show the iinpractibilily of Imlding down 
the very feature that furnishes life to 
traflij. 

Victor !'". Becknian, eilitor of the 
icfic Trade Journal, in an interview re- 
marked that the ex|)ected had occurreil. 

" This," said Mr. Beekman, referring 
to the dissolution of the trust, " was 
determined upon a few days ago, and in 
a letter to the Pacific IvUmber Trade 
Journal President E. J. Holt corrobor- 
ated the fact. It had a hard 
row to hoe from the start, but its 
plan was the best ever gotten up on 
the Pacific coast, inasmuch as it con- 
trolled every cargo mill on the Coast but 
three, and at one time the outlook was 
rosy, indeed. ]>ut, like any business 
proposition, the supply and demand, 
keenness and itompetition, man's cupid- 
ity and neceesitiea and natural opfiusi- 
tion had to be considered and tlie rocks 
upon which the Central Lumber Com- 
pany broke wore sharp. In the lirst 
place, the projectors confidently be- 
lieved that the demand in ISillj would 
e.Kceed that of 1S'J5. That being the be- 
lief they were confident that price cut- 
ting would be iinjiossible. But the de- 
mand did not come up to expectations, 
the proportion of supply and demand be- 
ing, according to Mr. Holt, 4 to 1 instead 
of 8 to 1, as compared with eighteen 
months ago. The anticipation of en- 
hanced values prior to the formation of 
the company, furthermore, caused the 
piling up of great stocks of liiniher in 
•San FranciHco and oilier (Jalifornia dis- 




tributing points at lower prices, so that 
when the new list became operative the 
inevitable followed. 'To-day lumbei' is 
selling at barely cost in San Fruncisco. 

" However, durinc this period the" 
mill men in Washington, Oregon and 
British Columbia were simply specta- 
tors. They could not understand why 
orders were not comingin and why their 
lividends.were 80 small. At the same 
time one mill in British Columbia, four 
in Washington and four in Oregon, not 
members of the company, had started 
into the cargo trade and were cutting 
the price from 50 cents to $'2 per 1,000 
feet and were running overtime." 

BECOGNITION OF CUBA. 

Official Memorandum Regarding the Past 
Policy of the United States. 

Wasiiinqton, Jan. 5.— Senator Hale 
to-day presented to the Senf^,te a memor- 
andum on the mode of recognition of 
foreign governments and foreign states 
by the government of the United States 
froui 17S9 to 1SS)7, which, notwithstand- 
ing tlio document makes no such claims, 
is unquestionably intended to bear ujjon 
the question of tlio recognition of Cuba. 
Assuming that the dominion of the 
ypanish-Ainerican republics by the Uni- 
ted States and I-:ngland may be taken as 
typical, the conclusions are: 
'l— Uefinite independence cannot be 
held to be established, and is recog- 
nlzeu so long as a substantial struggle 
is being muintained by the former sov- 
ereign state for the recovery of its au- 
thority ; and that 

'J— A mere pretension on the part of 
the former sovereign state, or a struugle 
so inadequate as to offer no reasonable 
ground lor supposing tluU succ(?as may 
ultimately be obtained, is not enough to 
keep alive the rights of the state and to 
prevent foreign countries from falling 
under an obligation to recognize as a 
state the community claiming to have 
become one. 

The memorandum takes up ad seri- 
atim the various acts of recognition by 
this government, beginning with the 
recognition of tlie independence of the 
French republic in 1793. 

OPENING UP THE PliOVINCE. 

To 'I'm; I'lniTor. : — In looking over the 
interesting ai;d satisfactory trade ligures 
for last year, contained in your i^Jew 
Year's issue, I was struck with the 
thought: " What will the showing for 
1897 be?" More favorable there can be 
no question of doubt. The increased 
shipments of English goods now on the 
way — special preparations being made 
by our wholesalers for pushing business 
— large loreign orders on hand for lum- 
ber, encouraging coal business, the big 
salmon year, and the certainty of min- 
eral production hitherto uneejualled in 
the history of the province, all combine 
to induce me to arrive at this conclu- 
sion. 

Would it not, therefore, be a most op- 
portune time for the local government to 
put into force a truly live and progress- 
ive policy to open up and settle this 
Western part of Canada, which is now 
attracting, BO muph attention from all 
parts of the world? 

The Kdinburuh Scotsman of a recent 
date in referring to the mineral re- 
sources of this province, stated that 
" additional railroads were badly need 
ed." Surely when people at such a dis- 
tance know this, we on the spot should 
know it better. 

Does this state of afl'airs exist because 
it cannot be overcome? Surely not. 
The matter onl)' requires taking hold of 
by the government with a strong hand 
and the people will, I am sure, eiulorsfi 
their action. We are anxious to retain 
trade which Ih sli|i|)iiiL' through our tin 
gers, larjelv by il e rai 1 1 oad enterprise of 
our .Allien, -iUi neiLMi Ixjrs. 

Xert' districta are clamoring for outlets 
— the province is calling from one end to 
the other for railroads. Should not, 
therefore, something be done, and done 
at once? The coming session of the 
local house will be anxiously looked for- 
ward to.

loi Icdiously sott oadi'iioe. A roiaurkable 
Kilt is a ri'ally lino toiioii voice ; it has 
been rcsponsil)lo for half tho success of 
tho great; Surah Bernhardt, uud is also 
one of tho most remarkable charneteris- 
rics of tho ool('t)i-atod divotto Yvott(^ 
(iuilbort. Franco and J:-('otland produce 
tho purest toiud voices in tho uuiTerso, 
and striiiiKO it is to say thiit it is, gener- 
ally Kpealciiig, on tho seashore that ono 
encounters tli(! most. ))erfect specinions 
Thereof. In the wildest i)ortious of Brit- 
tany, among tho groat basaltic cliffs over- 
hanging tho tumultuous waves of the 
Atlantic, one often hears proceeding 
from tho rosy moiuli of s'lnio savage lit- 
tle cowherdcss .'^och bi-ll-liho harmony 
that one staiic"..; Iluro tilli:d with admi- 
i-ation, almost l.-i-licviu;,' that soino su- 
jieriiatural music l)as roachcd one's oar. 
The same thing is to bo mot with on tho 
Scotch sea border, a fact which would 
lead 0110 to believe that far from de- 
stroying the vocal chords, as they are 
clair.il <1 to f!o, tlio salt br(H'zes streiigth- 
en'and reliue them at tho siuuo time. 

The voice should bocdacAted like any 
oth'Tof onrfacnltie.^, and that not n'nno 
with a viov.- to singing, but also for tho 
jiuriio^o of developing its beauties in or- 
dinary conversation. It is an intrument, 
and one of' the must excpiisito and deli- 
cute of instrument.s. So why sliould wo 
not t:dci- as iftuch trouble in that; direc- 
ti. n as W(! do to teach our children pi- 
ano, harp, f;uitar or violin? To this 
many pooph' will objt ct that some of 
tl'.o vciy sweeto.';t of voices are occasion- 
ally heard in tho-npiuutains of Tyrol, 
in tho plains of Spaiu or Italy, or on 
tlio Russian steppe, and that from thor- 
oughly uneducated persons who have 
certainly never given a thought to the 
training of their vocal cliord.s. That is 
tmo enough, bnt in snch cases tho charm 
of tho orgon is a natural gift, and also 
somotinies a natio'iial ondowinont. Uii- 
fortunately for tlioin, the Aiiglo-.Sa.xons 
<lo lUil Jiossess prelt}' voices. Far from 
it. They emit a iiois(^ when tlioy spi'ak 
which se(>ms to wraj) tlio tone — it is a 
scrajjing of the chord.-; — and is oxtrenie- 
ly ilisugrccablo to lirar. Lilcc unto tlie 
i-iiakos and loails f alling from tho mouth 
iif llic bowitclied ])rincess cjf fairy tale 
fame, an unmelodious voice spoils tin! 
loveliiios.s' of any woman, be .she as jier- 
f Oct of form and figure as Venus herself, 
wlicroiis a musical organ renders the 
hi imolicst nni ■ am;ictivi'. I remember 
(11. ce b' i!ig ahii. iii i\en to desjieral ion 
by a well meaning friend of iniiie who 
undertook to read to me some of 
Wordsworth's choicest poein.s. I was 
111 at ihi' time, and had nut even tlie re- 
';i .iirce I if running away fn m I liat harsli, 
ra.sjiing Y<iice, destriying one ly ojio 
tho KWCOtnes.5 of every veise ; yet my 
friend was a highly jioli.-bed and i cbi- 
cati'd woman, very goo<l Iu Innk ai, inn, 
l)ut the Anglo-Saxon ".xci-apiug" she 
jiossessed to a marked degree, anil tin' 
result was lami'utable in the e.xuenie. 

Sereaiiiing and calling alund an' de- 
testable for the voice, 'i'lie besi priiofof 
this is that tlic (.ieniii sc, who are an 
eminently "eailiiig" penjile, if 1 may 
be ]icrinitteil this hjculion, liavo vniccs 
that well nigh uiiset tlu^ tnugliest of 
nervous .sysK^ms. So do the Swi.ss, who 
iu tho bargain uidulgo in a drawling 
twang which is simply unbearable. Old 
Prince ( lortcliakolf, a wit and a, scnsu 
alist if evi'r then! was one, uieil In say 
that the liiust and most impoiiiiig land- 
Fcapcsof Helvetia Were spoiled for him 
by the atrnoious voices and intonations 
of its inhabitants. It is all very well to 
talk of llio mi^lodions "yoihding" of the 
Hwi.ss cowherd, or of tlu! Alpines "seii- 
ner in," but tnw. must have heard these 
hiU'sh niiiibliiig sounds proceeding from 
some sunlit peak ubovo one's head, and 
been startled thereby from some iiixitical 
reverie, to realize how very grating tiny 
ar(( tti a sensitive ear. 

Unaccimntablo it is that iu the Aus- 
trian mountains, which are so nearly 
conupcted with the Swiss Alps, the 
voices of tho monntaineors are so en- 
tirely dilTercnt. There, tho "j-odeliiig" 
beciime.-i a softly trilled "Tyroliennc, " 
jiurt! as crystal, uud vibrates through 
the limpid oir like the soft purring, of 
tt cascade falling and gliding over moss 
grown rocks. 

In llaly I hero are liy no means as 
niaiiy beautiful voices as tho uninitiated 
tljink. In tho southern portion of tho 



pcniiisula one hears often a plcasiug 
organ, and iu Vonicb I have beeii st^v- 
eral times enraptured hy Scnio t'eiiiinino 
voice that had in it all the (piality of a 
nightingale':! notes, Imt, as a rule, the 
Italian voice is loud toiiod and passing 
harsh. jMany a time have I when riding 
or walking tljrough the orchaa-ds and 
cornfielcls of Lontbardy shnddoicd ns I 
heard tlio "yell" — I am sorry that I 
can liiid III) other rtcserijitive word for the 
s r.nd — with which one peasant woni- 
a;i calls aiKithor who is at work at .sunie 
distance, or sunniions her hasbuud and 
other male relatives to tho ipidday din- 
ner. It begins with a prolougetl 
"Oh-h-h-h-h!" which is strung on in- 
dolinitclj- it seems, and when one can 
hardly boar it any longer tenuinato.s 
abruptly iu a "He-e-o-e-o-e. " Nothing 
can give au idea of this tlismal emission, 
whicli comes fur ruore from the head 
than from tho lungs or throat. 

Tho Siiani.sh woman would iiossess a 
much sweeter organ tluiii docs her Ital- 
ian sister were it not that the gattoral 
pronunciation of her native language 
spoils tho (piality tlicrcnf to a rogrot- 
tablo extent. Novertheless one does oc- 
casionall}- hear a line eontraltoor mezzo 
soprano — low and slum herons and sweet 
exci'eilingly — in t lie provinces which lie 
on tho sea border, but this joy is rare. 
I have always found that southern 
voices havo a mctullic ring iu them 
something like tlie resonaiiee of a clar- 
ion, and if soiiio peojile like brass in- 
struments, I am certainly not among 
their number. Tho more ono goes north- 
ward, on tho contrary, the softer the 
voice of WDiuen becomes. In Russia and 
ill Polanil this is esiiecially the case, al- 
though in tho latter couiitiy tho "Avnd- 
ki, "or pb.iia brandy, which tho fair 
sex absorb with quite ns much ardor aa 
do the men, destroys a goodly number 
of naturally charming voices. 

During a tri]) which I undertook some 
years ago through the wilds of Siberia, 
I hoard the most perfoet voice which, I 
truly believe, it can bo given mortal 
ear to listen to. We had driven far that 
day under tho sjiow laden sky which 
hung lik(> a jiall of gloom above our 
hoad.s, and so tired were we of tho end- 
less gliu'oof tho whitened "steppe" that 
we did not care to wait until we reached 
tho next posthou.so in order to take a 
much needed rest of a few liour.s. So 
eonsoipientlj- we stopped toward the d<'- 
clino of the short afternoon at a Hiiial! 
straggling farmhouse, built of logs, and 
which looked anything but inviting. 
The people within were rough and un- 
couth and dill not appear to bo o.Ktraor- 
dinarily well pleased toseo us dismount 
from our sleigh at their door, liut thi' 
hope of earning a few rubles induced 
them to make us welcome after their 
own very unpleasimt and surly way. 
We gathered about the glowing stnve 
and drank innumerable eujis of tea to 
warm (nir.selvos. This tea was bronght 
to u.s by a blue eyed, flaxen haired girl 
of 10 or 17 years old, whoso features 
indicated plainly her Kalmnk origin. 
She was far from pretty, but when, an- 
swering some (piestiou which I had ad- 
dresse<l to her, she spoko I felt ready 
to kneel down and worship her. Oh, 
that voice, pure and siift as thnt of a 
woodlark's! It sounded likn the tin- 
kling of a eluiiik't of pearl.s against llio 
edge of a gidileii cup, like tho falling 
of silver li-'ads upon crystal; but no, 
notliing can be compiu'cd to that melody, 
and, like tho great czar Nichola-s, who 
made a young serf whom he bad heard 
singing ono of tlie great nobles of 
his enii)ire, I wi.shed that I could liavc 
adequately rewarded the girl for the joy 
she t^auscd me. 

In tho orient one hears often a mng- 
nificont \ou;o within tho sacred pre- 
cincts of tho Inircnis and zenanas be- 
longing to wealtliy Turks or Indians. 
The Moslems adore liiii^ voices, and ari! 
ready to pay a high jirico for wives 
who possess this luituriU ipialitj'. In 
Algiers, too, and in i\lariH'co, there are 
some little orange .sellers, veiled partly 
with the sable "yashmak" of their race, 
who emit the sweetest sounds imagi- 
nable from beneath tin so silky folds. 
They oiler their wtires in ii kind of 
swinging, i"olling intonation, what the 
French call a "iiielnpoe, " which i.s sin- 
gularly ilelighl I'ul to hear, and remimls 
one invnluiitarily nf the trill of a 
thrush, but with more ehasteneil bril- 
liancy iu its composition y^t. Very sel- 
dom does ono hear in Franco a really 
displeasing voice. It is charming Iu 
listen to the gay, Avann tones i if a bi-vy 
of pretty gi-isoltcH working in somi' over- 
heated atelier, and in tho fields nf 
Normandy, Vendee or Drift an \- at tlio 
midday rest the clmller nf tlii' iioosaiit 
wnmen is a inu-l wi'lcniiie music. Xn 
voice whicli has an afVectiil ri]i,g la it 
will ever I, o really fine. .\ITi riat inn i.s 
suflicieiil to mai,' tlie licaiily nf any 
organ, and that is why even the best 
trained of Anglo-Saxon voices is not 
agreeable. One feels the effort of enun- 
ciation, tho forced lowues.s, and it hurts 
one's lovo of tho truly and naturally 
beautiful. 

A most lovely exception to this rule 
is the voice fif her gracious majesty, 
(,>aeen Victnria. It would be dinieult to 
fiiiil one wliich iiossesses more iioworaiid 
charm. Without tho slightest ellort the 
iiueeii pitches it iu such a M'ay that 
wlien talking iu public hor fartliermost 
listinors can hear lier jierfei^tly, and.

Overtaxation of tile People- Sir Edward 
Clarke on tlie Conclusions of tbe 
Royal Couiniission. 

LosDOK, Jan, 4. — The vitality and in- 
tensity of the popular interest in the 

dominant question in Ireland, that of 
securing linaricial justice for the coun- 
try, has been fully evinced by tbe great 
meetings lield in Dublin, Limerick and 
Belfast. Despite the holiday season, 
these meetings attracted a strongly in- 
inllnential attendance, composed of men 
of all shades of political and religious 
faith, all eager to impress upon the Brit- 
ish government their demand for the re- 
dress of their financial grievance. On 
Tuesday night an important meeting 
waa held at Limerick. John Daly, the 
recently released dynamiter, spoke. 11 is 
presence on the platform with Lord 
Dunraven shows how community of in- 
terest has caused political animosities to 
be laid aside. Mr, Daly elicited cheers 
by expressing the hope that if Lf)rd 
Castletown, of I'pper Ossory, remained 
true to himself, Ireland's history would 
proclaim him as the successor ot \\'ash- 
ington. 

Oil Tbnr.cilay night a meeting was 
held in Bellas; , no. kr i.'-.e auspices (jf 
the Cliain'ji r oi C"oMinierce. The pur- 
pose of tlju iio.jtuig waa to instruct the 
people ou ilie ta.xation iiuestion, and 
politics bad no iilace in tbe proceedings. 
Mr. Thomas Lough, Liberal M,l'. for 
West Islington, author of "England's 
Wealth, Ireland's I'overty," was tbe 
principal speaker. He treated exten- 
sively of the report of the commission 
appointed to investigate tbe financial re- 
lations between Great Britain and Ire- 
land. The meeting was largely attend- 
ed and gave evidence no less than the 
other gatherings of the feeling in tbe 
country. 

Since last week, it has been decided 
to recouinieiid the appointment of an- 
other royai commission to investigate 
the tax (luestion, instead of a committee 
of the lIouBO of Commons, as was at lirst 
proposed. This will enable the govern 
111 e lit to obtain .a commiflsion having a 
majority free of the alleged homo rule 
bias of the former commission, whose 
report ill favor of Ireland has all'orded 
t;round for the agitation now going 
on. This will delay any legisla- 
tive action on the question for the next 
two sessions, and until that time 
the cabinet declines to settle the de- 
mand and reduce the Irish representa- 
tion at Westminster under a redistribu- 
tion o' seals scheme. The leading wit- 
ness who aj)peared before that eommia- 
eion, and who will ro-app(!ar before the 
next commission, says it will bo impo.s- 
slble to disprove the coiitentfon that 
Ireland pays an annual excess of .CL',- 
5U0.U00. 

PiA .MOUTH, iMig., Jan. 5.— Sir Edward 
Clarke, aolicitor- general in Lord Salis- 
bury's former cabinet, speaking here 
last night upon the Irish grievances on 
account of the over-taxation of Ireland, 
advocated the granting to Ireland of 
£1,000,000 yearly fiom the Imperial ex- 
chequer. Sir Edward contended furtlua- 
that the position of Ireland on this'iues- 
tion was. mainly owing to Mr. Olad- 
atone's Bo-calleu " Free Trade policy."

Nor was any suspicion 
aroused even when Butler took the name 
of Harwood and assumed possession of 
his former partner's small property. He 
was Harwood's " mate," and the mining 
community knew of no one better en- 
titled to his belongings 



The interest which residerita of this 
city cannot but evince in the series of 
terrible murders that has aroused all 
New South Wales to a terrible indigna- 
tion against the murderer Butler, will be 
greatly intensified when it is generally 
known that Captain Lee Weiler, hia 
latest victim, for some time claimed Vic- 
toria as his home.

It waa Ca|)tain Weiler who 
was Butler's last victim and it is under 
his name that the murderer is now flying 
from vengeance as a guest of the captain 
of the Swanhilda, en route to San Fran- 
dem from Newcastle' and due to reach 
Ler destination during the next few 
weeks.

He ex 
plained at some length the claims of the 
friends of the infiiirgenta with regard to 
the war there," and concluded, " No, 
there is notliinc further that I can say 
regarding the call." 

Havana, Jan. 5.— (ieneral I'it/.hugh 
Lee, U. S. consul-general, having noti- 
lied the editor of La Lucha, Senor Ar- 
rostegui, that Senator-elect H. D, 
Money, of Mississippi, who waa missing 
for some time from bis lieadquarters 
here, the hotel Inglaterra, having 
aroused adverse newspaper comment, 
liesired to make a Btatement ou tlie 
subject. Mr. Money informed Se 
or Arrostegui that be had ni 
connection with the Cuban Junta 
in New York, and that he lias 
no acquaintance with any member of 
that body. He added that bis voyage 
waa untlertaken solely aa a vacation 
while congress was not in session, and 
in onler to enjoy the mild climate of 
Cuba, v.hila personally inquiring, so far 
as the laws of the country permitted,

The Missing Treasure Mysterioubly Re 
turned to the College. 

Camhridgk, Jan. 5. — TIiG famous 
Louiaburg cross which waa stolen a year 
ago from the Gore hall library, Harvard 
college, baa been returned in aa mys- 
terious a manner aa it was removed. It 
was found lianging at the door of the 
library this morning. The cross, which 
was one of Harvard's most valued trea- 
sures, is said to have been captured from 
a cathedral in Quebec during tbe Louia- 
burg expedition.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

The Death Penalty for All But Five Offences 
to Be AI>olished. 

W,\siuN(iTo.';, Jan. 5. — The senate to 
(lay jiassed the house bill abolishing the 
death penalty in a large number of cases 
The measure is on the lines of the recent 
state laws abolishing capital punishment 
and ajipliea the same principle to federal 
oU'eiiccs, although the change is not ex 
tended to a total abolition of the death 
penalty. The present lawa, which have 
come (iowii from colonial times, have a 
sangiiinarv effect and i)rescribe <]eath for 
sixty olfences of various characters. Tlie 
bill i)asaed to-day reduces these olfences 
to live, viz., treason, rape, 
murder, and two oU'ences apjili- 
cable to the army and navy. 
Ill all other otl"ence8, hard labor for life 
ia substituted as the maximum puish- 
ment, and even in cases of murder and 
rajie bard laljor may lie substituted if 
the jury states in its verdict " without 
caintal punishment." The bill passed 
the house and is amended but slightly 
by the senate. It is likely to go to the 
President, when the minor dia'agree- 
iiienta have been arranged in conference. 

During the day Mr. Call (Dem., Flor- 
ida) introduced resoliitioiis for iiiformn- 
lioii a.s to the coiulemnation ol Julio 
Saiigilly at Havana, to life imprison- 
ment and also directing the secretary of 
state to demand Sanguilly's immediate 
release. 



WEYLER-S PE06EA1IME. 

Will Conduct Ceaseless Operations— He Pre- 
fers Military Action to Reforms. 



JIadkid, ,Tan. 5. — Cantain-ticiioral 
Weyler is quoted aa saying that he ex- 
ju'cted to finish the insurrection in the 
province of Havana within a fortnight, 
and achieve a total pacification of the 
island to Jucaro, the southern extremity 
of the military line, in the province of 
Puerto Principe, long before tbe 
rainy season. He further stated 
that he waa inclined to conduct ceaseless 
operations until he has achieved his ob- 
ject, as the conditions prevailing were 
promising. In conclusion the Captain- 
General said that his views ou the 
political aspect of nirairs were unchanged. 
He still believed that military action in 
Cuba ought to be allowed to take a free 
course until the end, and liediil not con- 
aider that any reform movements were 
at present necessary. If thogovernment 
asked him his opinion on the subject ho 
would toll them so; but if thogovern- 
ment had different views ho would 
always assist them in carrying them out,

Col. Baquero baa been engaged with a 
number of insurgents at Grinan, near 
Guantanouio.

Later the same troops had a sharp skir- 
miati at Altos Sorpresa, with the result 
that Spanish Major Gregoro Romero, of 
the Guantaiianio scjuad was killed'with 
two guerillas, the Captain and 2"2 soldiera 
bsing wounded. 

Cieiieral Jv,nquB having received in- 
formation that the insurgents were 
camped at Brilladeraa, Santa Clara, 
sent a detachment of troops as an ad- 
vance guard' under Lieut. Anemo, who 
surprised the enemy, and in an engage- 
ment which followed the insurgents lost 
ten men killed and tbe troops bad three 
men woimded. The Alaman/.o battalion 
while recoiiiioitering the heights of Cas- 
tilla, in this province, e;>gaged a detacli- 
ment of iiisurgenta who fled, leaving 
seven men killed, twenty saddles, eight 
sets of arms and a quantity of ammuni- 
tion in the field. 

WAsui.NCiTON', .Tan. 5. — Representative 
Sul/.er, of New York, to-day introduced 
a joint resolution, stating that the ICing- 
dom of Spain is not conducting the war 
in Cuba in accordance with civilized 
usage, and notifying it that if " the bar- 
barous inanner in which the war has 
been conducted, does not cease within 
thirty days, the United States will re- 
cognize the independence of Cuba and 
maintain it by force of arms."

John Hay, One of Lincoln's Secretaries. 
Likely to Be Appointed.

Mr, 
Bayard's Biicceesor will be John Hay, of 
this city. His appointment was decided 
ujion Eoine tiuio ago.
